SUBJECT: TEOFANI MURDER 

1 . DURING MORNING 29 JULY, J.J. ARMES AND 
ASSOCIATES ACCOMPANIED BY TWO EMBASSY OFFICERS AND 
EMBASSY INTERPRETER VISITED ALLEGED SCENE OF TEOFANI 
MURDER WITH JUDGE OF INSTRUCTION PROCURER OF THE 
REPBULIC, PROCURER GENERAL AND POLICE OFFICIALS 

FOR REINACTMENT OF CRIME. BOTH DETAINEES WERE ALSO 
BROUGHT TO THE ALLEGED SCENE OF CRIME FOR THE 
REENACTMENT. MR. ARMES WAS ABLE TO ASK QUESTIONS 
OF BOTH DETAINEES DURING THE REENACTMENT. 

2. LATER, MR. ARMES AND ASSOCIATES ACCOMPANIED 

BY SAME EMBASSY PERSONNEL. THE JUDGE OF INSTRUCTION. 
POLICE OFFICIALS AND THE PROCURER OF THE REPUBLIC 
WENT TO THE LATTER'S OFFICE TO INTERROGATE THE 
DETAINEES. THE LAWYER OF BOTH DETAINEES WAS THERE 
(CHAD HAS ONLY TWO PRACTICING LAWYERS TO OUR KNWOLEDGE 
AND THE OTHER IS REPORTEDLY IN FRANCE AT PRESENT). 

MR. ARMES AND HIS PRINCIPAL ASSOCIATE, MR. LAYTNER, 

WERE ABLT TO INTERROGATE THE MALE DETAINEE AT 
SOME LENGTH AND WERE ABLE TO BEGIN THEIR 
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QUESTIONING OF THE FEMALE DETAINEE. 

3. THE ENTIRE PROCEDURE WAS CONFUSED THE MAJORITY 
OF THE TIME WITH FREQUENT INTERRUPTIONS, AND SEVERAL 
TIMES DURING THE INTERROGATION, MEMBERS OF BOTH 
SIDES LOST THEIR TEMPERS; BUT BY AND LARGE MR. 

ARMES WAS ABLE TO ASK HIS QUESTIONS. THE JUDGE OF 
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INSTRUCTION ADJOURNED THE QUESTIONING AT ABOUT 
1220 HOURS AND PROMISED TO RECONVENE THE QUESTIONING 
AT 0900 HOURS ON MONDAY 1 AUGUST. AFTER SOME 
EXTENSIVE DISCUSSION, ALL PARTIES AGREED. 

4. AT THAT POINT, BOTH THE PROCURER OF THE 
REPUBLIC AND THE JUDGE OF INSTRUCTION ASKED 

MR. ARMES FOR INFORMATION WHICH MR. ARMES CLAIMED 
TO HAVE DURING THE INTERROGATION WHICH COULD EITHER 
DISPROVE THE DETAINEES' STORIES, OR AT LEAST ADD 
TO THE JUDGE OF INSTRUCTION’S KNOWLEDGE OF THE 
CASE. MR. ARMES FIRST SAID HE WOULD BE GLAD TO 
DO SO BUT ONLY AFTER HE HAD FINISHED HIS INTERROGATION 
OF THE DETAINEES. WHEN AKSED WHY NOT NOW. ARMES 
INSISTED THAT EMBASSY INTERPRETER CONVEY TO THE 
PROCURER AND THE JUDGE THAT IF THE DEFENSE ATTORNEY 
WERE ALLOWED TO HEAR HIS EVIDENCE, IT WOULD BE 
IMPOSSIBLE TO DETERMINE THE TRUTH BECAUSE THE 
ATTORNEY COULD PREPARE HIS DEFENSE BASED ON HIS 
EVIDENCE : UMABLY INSTRUCT THE DETAINEES ON 
HOW TO ANSWER ARMES' QUESTIONS). 

5. AT THIS POINT, TEMPERS AGAIN FLARED BUT BOTH 
THE DEFENSE ATTRONEY AND THE PROCURER OF THE 
REPUBLIC INSISTED THAT ARMES ET AL BE LECTURED ON 
CHADIAN LAW (WHICH FOLLOWS FRENCH LAW). ARMES 
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INSISTED THAT HE HAD ALREADY CHECKED WITH THE 
DEPARTMENT (BUREAU OF AFRICAN AFFAIRS) AND HAD 
BEEN SUFFICIENTLY BRIEFED AND THAT THIS NOT 
NECESSARY. STILL, PROCURER AND DEFENSE LAWYER 
INSISTED ARMES UNDERSTAND CHADIAN LEGAL PROCEDURE 
IN ORDER THAT ARMES UNDERSTAND THAT IF THE DEFENSE 
LAWYER NOT PRIVY TO ALL JUDGE OF INSTRUCTION 
PRCOEEDIN GS , THE CASE WOULD BE THROWN OUT OF 
COURT. 

6. AGAIN, AFTER A GREAT DEAL OF OUTSPOKEN 
DISCUSSION, EVERYONE AGREED THAT THEY 
UNDERSTOOD EACH OTHER AND THE INTERROGATIONS 
WERE ADJOURNED UNTIL MONDAY. 

7. DESPITE MR. ARMES CLAIMED EXPERTISE IN FRENCH 
LEGAL SYSTEM, HE MAKES COMMENTS WHICH ARE IN 
ERROR CONCERNING ITS EFFECTIVENESS. THESE ARE TAKEN 
AS INSULTING BY CHADIAN LEGAL AUTORITIES MAKING 
COOPERATION DIFFICULT. AT ONE POINT, IN EXASPERATION, 
PROCURER DE JUSTICE GAVE ARMES A COPY OF CHADIAN 
CODE PENAL AND ASKED HIM TO STUDY SAME. DEFENSE 
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ATTORNEY HAS STATED THAT IF EVIDENCE IS WITHHELD 
FROM HIM QUOTE IN SECRET UNQUOTE AS ARMES DEMANDS, 
HE WILL MOVE FOR DISMISSAL OF CASE. WE HAVE BEEN 
INFORMED THIS CAN BE DONE UNDER CHADIAN LAW. 

8. ARMES AND ASSOCIATES MAKE ASIDES IN ENGLISH 
WHICH ARE UNDERSTOOD BY CHADIANS AND ARE TAKEN AS 
INSULTS, FURTHERING HOSTILITY. 

9. UPON RETURNING TO EMBASSY MR. ARMES ASKED 
TO SEE AMBASSADOR. AS LATTER WAS OCCUPIED, 

HE WAS ASKED TO WAIT. HE LEFT ASKING AMBASSADOR 
TO CALL HIM AT HOTEL. HAVE JUST RECEIVED HIS 
ASSISTANT AND THEY HAVE ASKED ME TO COME TO HOTEL 
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FOR SOME QUOTE VERY IMPORTANT INFORMATION UNQUOTE. 
CONDUCT OF INVESITAGTION IS DISREPUTABLE AT BEST, 

BUT COOPERATION WILL BE CONTINUED. BRADFORD 
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
